Sprue, a nutritional disease very 
similar to a type of anemia, devel- 
ops slowly and inconspicuously and 
remains unrecognized until it 
reaches an advanced stage. 

The loss of energy and general

Diarrhea, indi- 
gestion, loss of 
weight and 
some nervous 
symptoms also 
often develop. 

The disease 
results from a 
lack of essential 
vitamins and 
proteins in the 
body, because the person doesn’t 
receive the proper nourishment or 
the digestive system is unable to 
utilize the food it takes in.
